Wuhlngton, March 18. — The state 
department, throofh 11 inliter Loomia, 
recently lodged a moat Tlgoroua pro- 
test to the Venezuelan government 

against further Interference with Mr. 
Bail, the United States consular agent 
at Barcelona, Veneiuela. It knows 
nothing of the last reported infringe' 
ment of his liberty, but It is presumed 
that the affair is conncrtcd directly 
with the troubles which led to the 
first protest. Ignatio M. Baiz Is not a 
citizen of the United SUtes, a fact that 
may add to the difflculty which this 
government will experience in protect- 
ing him, as it is determined to du. lie 
was bom in St Thomas and is a Da- 
nish citiien so far as is Iinown hero, 
but having an exeqaator Issued by the 
Venezuelan government recognizing 
him as a United States consular agent 
the state di'imrtment has decided that 
he is entitled to the protection ot the 
United ttatM government 

It appears that he Is engaged in 
business and became involved In trou- 
ble with flie Venezuelan military by 
resisting an attempt to collect a forced 
loan from him. More than a month 
ago the state department forwarded 
Its Instmctions to Mlnloter Loomts to 
represent to the Venezuelan govern- 
ment that these annoying interfer- 
ences must cease, but 80 far no re- 
sults have appeared. 



Fowkes Claim Against Peru. 
Washington. Mareh 18. — United 
States Minister Dudley at l^ma. Peru, 
cabled the state department that the 
government of Peru had offered to set- 
tle for $1,440 the Fowkes claim. and ho 
was Immedlaely instructed to accept 
the offer. The claim originated in 
1894. William Fowkea was an Amer 
lean merchant living at Tumbese, and 
the military authorltlw subjected hfm 
to a forced loan and imprisoned him 
24 hours. A claim was preferred 
against Peru for $6,000. The claimant 
has expressed his willingness to ac* 
cept Peru' s oger. 

Canal Conferenee. 

Washington, March 18. — Secretary 
Hay had a long conference with Sena- 
tor Morgan respecting Isthmian ( anal 
matters and the advisability of reopen- 
ing negotiations for a treaty with 
Great Britain on the subject The sec- 
retarr Is losing no opportunity of ac- 
quainting himself with the views of 
senators on this subject, and the con- 
ference with Senator Morgan is only 
one of nearly a dozen he has had on 
th« same subject with leading senators 
and representatives slfiea adjourn- 
mmt of congress. 

Postal Information. 

Washington, March 17. — The popt- 
office department will issue next aii:- 
umn a complete digest of p(jstal iii- 
formation, under the terms of the last 
postal appropriation act Thero la al- 
ready a large demand and numerous 
Inquiries are reaching the department. 
It Is announced, however, that the 
contracts cannot be advertised for un- 
til after July, and that it will be a con- 
siderable time after that before the 
pamphlets will be available tor free 
distribution at all postoflleM In the 
country. 

To Protect Secrets. 
Washington, March 18. — In the case 
of the secretary and disbursing agent 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, the comptroller of the treasury 
has held that accounts for telegraph 
tolls must l)e accompanied by copies 
of the telegrams or by a certificate 
from the commission stating that the 
telegrams sent were ot such a confi- 
dential natora that to ito them with 
the auditor would b« prajttdlolal to the 
public Interests. 

Supreme Court Recess. 

Washington, March 18. — No decis- 
cisioiiH of great importance wer»! an- 
nouiued by the supreme court Mon- 
day. Chief Justice Puller announced 
that the court would take a recess 
March 25 for a fortnight. The opinion 
is quite general that the decision In 
the Porto Rican and Philippine ques- 
tions will not be announced until after 
the reeess Is over. 



Vendor Pays the Tax. 
Washington, March 18. — The com- 
missioner of Internal revenue has held 

that where conditional warehouse cer- 
tificates are sold and fully paid for the 
purchaser thereby obtains all rights 
that he could by purchase ot uncondi- 
tional eertllleates for whisky in bond, 
and the vendor Is required to pay spe- 
cial tax as % wholesale liquor dealer.

win Try tm Raise CofTee nt Tlonie 
Since Loosing the Antilles. 

Washington, March 18.— So long a« 
Cuba and Porto Rico were Spanish 
possessions the cultivation of coffee In 
the peninsula of Spain was forbidden. 
Under the changed condition the gov- 
ernment shows a disposition to make 
no objection to an avasion of the law, 
which baa practically become a dead 
letter, and according to a report re- 
ceived at the state department from 
United States Consul Ridgeley at Ma- 
laga, an experiment in a commercial 
scale tor the home produetloa of the 
bean Is about to be undertaken tor the 
first time In the province of Malaga, 
at the little village of Campanula, five 
miles from the capital. Don Quirico 
Lopez, a rich wine merchant of Mala- 
ga, will begin by setting out from 20,- 
000 to 60,000 coltM plants In his plan- 
tations there. Renor T.opez has al- 
ready made some experiments, and is 
convinced that coffee can be advan- 
tageously grown in this province and 
elsewhera In Andalusia. Others who 
have enmlnad the question say that 
there Is not sufficient humidity in the 
Andalusian climate. Practical experi- 
ments on a larfee scale will hi- maile 
and the result awaltC'd with Interest. 

Cuba and Porto Rico formerly sup- 
plied Spain with nearly all her coffee. 
If coffee can be successfully cultivated 
in the province of Malaga, the consul 
says. It Is believed that It will be gen- 
erally grown throughout Andalusia.

Outlook For MeeUag With Operators 
is Not KneonraglDg. 

Scranton, Pa., March 18.— President 
John Mitchell of the United .Mine 
Workers of America and District Pres- 
idents Nichols, Duffy and Fahy. of the 
three anthracite districts ot Pennsyl- 
vania, are in consultation here. They 
will take up the question of a confer- 
ence with the operators on a wage 
scale and on instructions of last 
week's Hazleton couventlou, and hope 
to arrive at some plan whereby auch 
a conference can be secured. 

The present outlook is far from 
bright for a meeting of these Interests, 
but another strike of the anthracite 
miners will not be declared unless the 
situation becomes auch as to absolute- 
ly demand It President Mitchell will 
remain in Scranton all week and will 
bava coaterances with old leaders. 

Presented In Court 
London, March 18. — United States 
Ambassador Choate and the other am- 
bassadora and ministers to Great 
Britain preaented their credentlala to 
King Edward at Marlborough House. 
Each member of the diplomatic 
corps arrived in a royal i-arriage 
drawn by two horses, and was attend- 
ed by three royal servants attired in 
long scarlet cloaks. All the diplomats 
wore levee dress with orders and dec- 
oratlona with the exception of Ambas- 
sador Choate, who wore ordinary even- 
ing dress. The foreign secretary. Lord 
Lansdowne, introduced the visitors 
to the king, who was attired in a field 
marshars uniform. 

Railroad Changes Owners. 

New York, March 18. — President A. 
B. Stickney of the Chicago and Great 
Western railway, states that the com- 
pany purchased from the Qreat North- 
ern railway all the outstanding stock 
and bonda ot th4» Mason City and Fort 
Dodge railroad. The terms of purchase 
are not stated. The road will be held 
as a proprietary line of the Chicago 
and Qreat Western, and not incorpor- 
ated Into the system. The purchase 
includes the coal fields near Fort 
Dodge, owned by the Webster County 
Coal eompany. 

British Ship Disabled. 
Island of Ascension, Man h 18. — The 
British steamer Norham Castle, which 
sailed from Southhampton March 2 via 
Madeira, tor Port NaUI with 837 
troopa and malls on board, has arrived 
here in tow of the British steamer 
Tonsarito from London, Feb. 27, for 
Table Bay. The Norham Castle burst 
her cylinder when 600 miles north 
of Ascension Island. 



Rockefeller Interests Absorbed. 

New York, March 18. — It Is reported 
that all the Intereats of John D. Rocke- 
feller In the Iron business. Including 
mines, railways and laka transporta- 
tion lines are to go into the United 
States steel corporation. These In 
terests include the Lake Superior Con- 
solidated Iron mlnea. The report is 
confirmed by J. Plerpont Morgan & Co. 

Two Chinamen Beheaded. 

Berlin, Mareh 18.— A dispatch from 

Swatow says that on demand of the 
German consul at Swatow the district 
governor of HhI Nlng will be dismissed 
on aecoi^nt of his anti-Chrlatian atti- 
tude and dllatorlness In dealing with 
German claims. Two Chinese partici- 
pants in the anti-Qerman riots have 
been beheaded at Ho-Plng. 

Singapore, March 18. — The French 
troopship Vinh-Long Is ashore near the 
entrance to this port. She is not be- 
lieved to ba la a dangerous position.

In the Towns— Plan For Civil Gov- 

eriiiiiriit III the Archlpclugo 
boou to Ue Kubiuitted. 



Romblon, Island of Romblon. March 
18. — The question of attacliing the 
Island of Marinduque to the Provin' e 
of Taybos, discussed by the American 
Philippine commission since its ar- 
rival here, has been decided In the 
negative. The sentiment of the people 
was wholly in favor of forming a sep- 
arate province. A population of 50,- 

000 was represented during the discus 
sions. and the commission has met In 
telllgent delegations from all the 
towns on tlie island. 

There are 300 armed natives in the 
mountains of Marinduque, but other- 
wise the inhabitanta are said to be 
anxious for the pacification of the 
Island and to accept .\nierican sover- 
eignty. Judge Taft has announced 
Captain Bandholtz to l.e chairman of 
the various committees of natives 
formed to organise municipal law in 
the towns of Marinduque. Judge Taft 
has promised that the commission will 
return and organise the province of 
Marinduque. 

Major Smith, commanding the 
American garrisons on this island, has 
issued an order requirlng'all natives to 
live in the five principal towns where 
American troops are stationed. Those 
natives who continue to live in the 
country will be considered insurgents. 

A few Filipinos have been killed or 
wounded near these towns recently, 
and their supplies destroyed. 

This port will be the capital of the 
newly formed province, composed of 
adjacent lalands. It Is situated at thi< 
mouth ot Deep Valley and has a splen- 
did harbor. The people are thrifty 
and prosperous. Major Evan .M. ,Iohu- 
son. Jr., of the Twenty-ninth volunteer 
infantry, will be governor, and Cap- 
tain Albert 8. Williams of the same 
regiment will be treasurer. 

The American Philippines commis- 
sion will soon prepare a reec)niineiidii- 
tlon to Presi(lc>nt McICinley on the 
character and form of the civil gov- 
ernment to be established in the archi- 
pelago. The matter has as yet receiv- 
ed only Informal consideration. 

Redmand'a Pretest. 

London, Ifarch 18. — In the house of 
commons William Redmond, Irish Na- 
tionalist, gave notice that he woiil i 
take an early opportunity of informing 
King Bdwanl that he had no earthly 
right to use the title of defender ot the 
faith. The argument came up on Mr. 
Redmond's question as to whether the 
title would appear on the new coins, 
and if so, what particular faith was 
meant The chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. Sir Michael Hicks Beach, re- 
plied that so long as the kind's titl< s 
remained unaltered they would aiipear 
(III lie- coins. Tluu .Mr. Redmond p;"o- 
ti slt'd and was called to order. 

Nailed Crosses on the Wails . 
Ruda Pest, March IS.— Serious dis- 
turbances occurred here between uni- 
versity offielala and students In co:i- 
sequence of orders issued by the min- 
ister of instruction to remove all 
crosses from U''ture rooms of tli.- uni- 
versity. In spite of this the students 
gained entrances and nailed crosses 
to the walls. Officials commenced to 
remove the religious emblems, but 
Were hustled and insulted by the stu- 
dents. Some of the latter, however, 
supported the officials and violent 
scenes ensued, and the lectures were 
suspended. The matter will Jm dis- 
cussed in parliament. 

Tax on Banka and Inauranoa. 

Albany. N. Y., Mareh 18.— Ctovemor 

Odell has signed the bills passed by 
the legislature imposing a tax on in- 
surance companies and taxing saving-s 
banks 1 per cent on surplus and undi- 
vided eamlnga. The inaurance tax is 

1 per cent on the gross amount of pre 
miums received during the i)receding 
calendar year by domestic companies. 
A tax of one-half of 1 per cent is Im- 
posed on foreign fire and marine com 
panies. Fraternal and coK>peratlve in 
surance compantea are asemptad from 
taxation by the bllL

Canton, March 18. — President Mc- 
Klnley's special < ar from liuiiaiiapolis 
reached Canton at an early hour and 
waa aldetraeked until 7 a. m., whan the 
praaldaiit was driven to the Barber 
home to Join Mrs. McKinley and her 
sister and family at breakfast. During 
the nlgbt Mrs. Harriet Saxto:), wife of 
Mrs. McKlnley's aunt, died \l. this city.

Sleeping Cars Burned. 

Palatka, Fla., March IS. -The Pull- 
man sleeping cars Tabita and Elmer, 
on a Plant system train from Tampa 
to Jacksonville, were completely burn 
ed at Buffalo, aeven milea from this 
city. The sleepers were filled with 
sleeping tourists, and so quickly did 
the flames spread that there waa prac- 
tically no time for saving clothes or 
valuables. At the time of the discov 
ery of the flames they had gained 
such headway that It was impossible 
to extinguish them and the train was 
run to Ruffaio Hiuff, wliere the burn 
Ing cars were shoved onto a siding 
Several passengers lost their clothing 
and personal effects. 

Big Blaze at PIttsi'burg. 
Pittsburg, March 18.— A fire which 
started In the boiler room of the Hi- 
ram W. French hair felt factory de- 
stroyed the property and extended to 
the main building of the exposition, 
which is a complete wreck, with a loss 
of $1,000,000. Gallagher & Banker 
lost 1,000,000 feet of lumber, and Hen 
ry Houk lost 300,000 feet of valuable 
hard wood. The total loss will reach 
Ji;.")0,000. William Miller, fireman, was 
killed, and three other firemen were 
seriously injured by a nossle coming 
in contact with a live electric wire. 

Bismarcl< Barlly Burned. 
De Sota, Mo., March 18.— At Bis- 
marck, 75 miles from St. Louis, one- 
half of the town liurned, including the 
hotels, alxmt 10 business houses and 
the Iron -Mcaintain n ihoad station. All 
telegraph and telephone wires are 
down and communication is cut off. 
There is no Are department In town. 
Blemarck baa a population of 760. It 
la reported several lives were lost 

Illinois VIII,-i.:;e Conflagration. 

Jollet, Ills., .March 18. — Minooka. a 
village of <)(iO inhabitants on tiie Rock 
Island road, about 10 miles west of 
Jollet, has bad a conflagratlou. Jolict 
waa appealed to for help and fire en- 
gines have left on a special train. The 
village Is absolutely without fire pro 
tectlon. The entire western part of 
the town la reported dc>stroyed. 

Ohio Vill;i^e Blaze. 
Delaware, ()., .March 18. — Three res- 
idences and a dry goods store were de- 
stroyed fire at Stautontown, 12 miles 
from here. The fire started in the 
rasldence of Mrs. Davis. Loss $5,000. 

Chemicals Exploded. 
Cleveland, March 18. — Btploslon of 

chemicals in the National carbon 
works wrecked th" building and burn- 
ed the ruins. Two emploves narrowly 
escaped being roasti d. Loss $100,000. 



Preacher Goeu to the Pen. 
Springlleld, Ills., .March IS.— Rev. J. 
Forest Marston of Uwensvilie, Ind., 
pleaded guilty In the United States dis 
trict court to forging money orders 
and was sentenced to 18 years in the 
penitentiary.

DIPLOMACY WILL SMOOTH PRICTION. 



loo Much Stress Laid Upon the In« 
eldent at Tien Tsln— British OIB- 
cImIb Kndeavorliig to AsecrlMia 
bUkslit's l>eslKuii lu cUiiia. 



London, March 18.-6:40 p. m. — On 
Ihe highest official authority It is stat- 
ed the dilii' :iit> ill 'I'li ti Tsln between 
the Russians and British over the con- 
struction ot railroad aiding In ter» 
rltory claimed by both will probably 
be solved by the withdrawal of both 
the llritish and Russian troopa from 
the ground in dispute. 

There Is a disposition here to think 
too much has been made ot the Anglo- 
Russian Incident at Tien Tsln, and a 
more hopeful view of the affair is tak- 
en. This is aided by the statement 
contained in Dr. Morrison's dispatch 
from Peking, which la taken to mean 
that the combined efforts of the Inter- 
ested powers are having the effect of 
causing St. Petersburg to check any 
tendency to undue aggressiveness on 
the part of the Russian representa- 
tives In China. The comments ot the 
afternoon newspapers here repeat the 
views of the majority of the morning 
papers, namely that diplomacy will be 
ablo to smooth the friction. 
. Officials of the British foreign office 
have not yet received official confirma- 
tion of Russia's alleged backdown in 
regard to .Manchuria, Turkestan and 
Mongolia, and incjuiries on the subject 
are lieing made at St I'l'terslmrg and 
Peking. The British foreign office is 
not relaxing its efforts to secure a 
more satisfactory statement of the In- 
tentions of Russia, but the officials 
deprecate tht' British press agitation 
on the subject. On all sides it is offi- 
cially and otherwise stated that Oreat 
Britain haa not the slightest contem- 
plation of resorting to hostilities 
against Russia, whatever may be the 
outcome of the present n(\;;<itlatlons. 

In the house of commons (juestions 
regarding the dispute at Tien Tsln 
were parried by the under secretary 
for forei;;n affairs, Lord rranborn(\ in 
refusing to answer tin ui without mi- 
tice. Williatn Hi dinond rai.-;ed .Na- 
tionalist cheers by asking why Great 
Britain had hoisted the white flag and 
backed down after threatening to use 
force of arms. 

Ad Referendum. 
Peking, March 18.— Little was ac- 
complished at Monday's meeting's of 
the foreign ministers ou account of the 
delay of the various governments in 
agreeing to the conclusions reached 
In the matter of indemnity claims. 

No minister is allowed full liberty to 
net for his government, all the instruc- 
tions lu iuK ad referendum, subject to 
further consideration. 

The court ceremonial on the recep- 
tion of ministers was the subject of 
conversation, but nothing definite waa 
decided upon. 

General Cliaffee and H. O. Squlers, 
the United Sti;te9 charge d' afl'aires, 
have examined propc ity adjoining the 
legation, suitable for barraclis a..d ca- 
pable ot housing 150 men. 

Chinese Railway Opened. 

Peking, March 18.— The railroaa be- 
tween Peking and Chang Sing Ou wns

Where • city ii able to pay (or a mod- 
ern fire department, and the proper ma- 

nU-ip«l aiitboritieB fail to make the nee- 
eaaary provisione, they oufctat to be held 
rMponaihle for erimf nal nefiticenoe. Olo* 
verport, Ky., with a popntation of over 
2.000, bad only a "bucket brigade" to 
flght the flimei when th« fir* iterted 
theie last Thursday niKht an<1 an a result 
the entire city was practically destroyed, 
entailing a loss of fully $400,000, with 
only a little over 1100,000 insurance. It 
haa been a costly lesson for Cloverport 
and her authorities will now no doubt 
"lock the atable door alter the hone haa 
Moaped." 

Other cities, too, shonlil prcil'it by Clo 
verport'a misfortune. Here in Mayavilla 
oar volantMr fire department haa done 
splendid service in the past, but we be 
lieve all recoKuize that Maysville should 
be proyided with a better, a more mod 
ern system for linlifing fires. How often 
are a half dozen boys and oni* or two 
men leen tmdKiog alonfi our streets with 
a hoee carriage, while the fire to which 
the department has been sammoned may 
be gaining such a headway that it can 
only be checked after aerioua damage haa 
been done. Thia ahonld not be in • dty 
the size of Maysville, and with our ex- 
tensive property interests to protect. 

In January laat Colonel Johnaon, for- 
merly Chief Engineer of the Philadel- 
phia Fire Department, and Inspector for 
the National Board of Underwriters, 
came to Maysville and made a thorough 
inspection of the fire apparatua of the 
city, and these are the reoommencUtiona 
made by him: 

Ilrat— The Mayor of the city ahonld 
be empowered to appoint a competent 
fireman, to act aa a chief officer in (nil 
command of the Fire Department, and 
to receive suitable recompense for hia 
aervices. 

Two— The present force of volunteer 
firemen should be diepeiiHcd with, and 
the service reorganized by tlie appoint- 
ment of ten call men at each of the 
present stations, they to receive partial 
pay for lenriceii performed while on 
duty. 

Ttiree— One permanently employed 
driver and horse should be placed at 
each of the Washington and Neptune 
Fire Companies' stations, to quickly 
convey the apparatus to (ires. 

Four— An improved electric lire-alarm 
system shoulil be introduced, with at 
least ten fire-Hlann street box^^s and 
alarm-gOQg indicators at each station, 
the system to be connected to the alarm 
bell at the Washington Fire Company 
station, with automatic striking ap- 
pliances. 

Five— Longer length laddera ahonld be 
obtained and carried on the truck located 
at the Washington Companv fire atation, 
or a modern bnilt truck and laddera ob- 
tained for service in the busineaa aec- 
tioo, tA ttnnble the firemen to operate on 
upper floors of the highest buildings. 

The^e are suggestions that demand 
serious consideration, and some of them 
ahonld be adopted and carried out.
